A report received here from Wan- 
gerloog island In the North sea says 
that a balloon passed over there, hut 
that there were no further tidings of 
it.

IMMUNITY OF RAILROADS. 


Discussed by Attorney« in tha Stand­ 
ard Oil Case. 
Chicago, Oct. 14. —Questions aaked 
In cross-examination of Henry PI Fel­ 
ton, general traffic manager of the 
Standard OH company, by Frank B. 
Kellogg, government attorney, In the 
hearing of the railroad phasa ef tte« 
government suit to dissolve rhe Stand­ 
ard Oil company, brought on a col­ 
loquy between counsel for the oil torn 
pany and the government on the sub­ 
ject of immunity to railroads. 
The primary question propounded 
to Mr. Felton concerned a 12-cont rate 
between Whiting. Ind., and Toledo, 
and an 11-cent rate from Whiting to 
Cincinnati.

Attorney Kellogg asked, “did all the 
railroads pull out these rate« to Eaet 
St. lAmis, to Evansville, to Grand 
Junction, the rates from Chicago to 
Toledo, because they were afraid of 
the bureau of corporations?”

Wahoo, Neb., O ct 14.—Accompanied 
by all the Democratic candidates for 
state offices, with the exception of one 
or two, William J. Bryan campaigned 
in his own state, and at this place 
completed the first of his three-days’ 
Nebraska tour. 
Big crowds greeted 
bim at every point, and when his days’ 
work was over he had delivered twen­ 
ty-one speeches, varying In length 
from five minutes to an hour. His 
arguments were confined mostly to an­ 
swering the statements of Mr. Taft 
and Governor Hughes, who but recent­ 
ly visited Nebraska.

MET DISASTER 
IN NORTH SEA 


Second of the Three American 


Balloons Is Lost. 


BOTH AERONAUTS ARE SAVED 


The Saint Louis, Contesting In ths 


Recs for ths International Trophy, 


Carried Out to Sea by Treacherous 


A ir Currents— Occupants of th* Bal­ 


loon Rsacuod by Lifeboat After Be­ 


ing Buffeted by ths Waves for an 


Hour. 


Berlin, Oct. 14.—The second of the 
three American balloons that started 
in the race for the International 
trophy on Sunday from Schmargen- 
dorf has met disaster In tbe North 
sea. The Saint Louis, manned by N. 
H. Arnold of North Adams, Mass., and 
Harry J. Hewitt, waa carried overland 
by treacherous air currents and later 
In the haze the aeronauts lost their 
bearings until suddenly they saw the 
guard lights of an unknown coast. 
This meant they must descend or 
risk the danger of being driven far 
out of the track of vessels. They 
those the former course and for an 
hour they were buffeted by the waves, 
almost giving up in despair. 
Eventually they were rescued by a 
lifeboat and the first Intimation that 
an accident had occurred to tbe Saint 
Louis was conveyed in a wireless 
message from Arnold, saying, “Lost 
everything in the North sea last 
night.” 
Following so closely on ths dramatic 
experience of A. Holland Forbes and 
Augustus Post, the navigators of the 
Conqueror, which burst at an altitude 
of 4,000 feet soon after the start of 
the race, both men having a thrilling 
escape from death, the disaster to the 
Saint l^ouls was the subject of excit­ 
ed interest In Berlin. 
Mr. Arnold Is at Wilhelm shaven, to 
which place he has been transported 
by one of the torpedo boats which 
were sent out to render assistance to 
any of the balloonists who might drift 
out over the water. 
Captain J. C. McCoy, the comman­ 
der of the American balloon America 
IT., which landed Tuesday, has reached 
Berlin. He gave an interesting ac­ 
count of his Journey In the air. The 
duration of his balloon’s flight was 32 
hours and 7 minutes. 
Three of the balloons in the Inter­ 
national race are still unaccounted 
for. They are the German balloon 
Busley, the Spanish Castilla, and the 
Swiss Helvetia. 
A report received here from Wan- 
gerloog island In the North sea says 
that a balloon passed over there, but 
that there were no further tidings of 
It. The flotilla of torpedo boat de­ 
stroyers Is searching the North sea, 
where a thick fog prevails. 
The English balloon Banshee, so far 
a6 present estimates go, has covered 
the longest distance in the race—275 
miles.

IMMUNITY OF RAILROADS. 


Discussed by Attorneys in ths Stand­ 
ard Oil Cass. 
Chicago, Oct. 14.—Questions asked 
in cross-exemlnatlon of Henry U. Fel­ 
ton, general traffic manager of the 
Standard Oil company, by Frank B. 
Kellogg, government attorney, In the 
hearing of the railroad phase of tbe 
government eult to dissolve the Stand­ 
ard Oil company, brought on a col­ 
loquy between counsel for the oil com 
pany and the government on the sub­ 
ject of immunity to railroads. 
The primary question propounded 
to Mr. Felton concerned a 11-cent rate 
between Whiting, Ind., and Toted#, 
and an 11-cent rate from Whltlag to 
Cincinnati. In this connection Mr. 
Felton declared that the road out 
f 
Chicago under pressure from the bu­ 
reau of corporations put In an illegal 
rate to Toledo. 
Attorney Kellogg asked, “did all the 
railroads pull out these rates to Bast 
St. Louis, to Evansville, to Grand 
Junction, the rates from Chicago to 
Toledo, because they were afraid of 
the bureau of corporations?" 
Mr. Rosenthal, counsel for tho Stan­ 
dard, interposed, “I think all of the 
railroads that were granted Immunity 
against criminal prosecution by pri­ 
vate arrangement with the govern­ 
ment which was undisclosed probably 
Aid." 
“Will you answer the question?’’ 
continued Mr. Kellogg, addressing Mr. 
Felton. 
“I don’t know of a railroad that was 
indicted," commented Mr. Rosenthal, 
while Mr. Felton replied that he could 
not answer the question, and Mr. Ros­ 
enthal continued: 
“And the records In the various 
cases show that they were granted im­ 
munity. W hat they did under the 
pressure of that grant of Immunity we 
do not altogether know." 
Mr. Kellogg then said “tho more of 
that sort of talk you put In the rec­ 
ords, Mr. Rosenthal, the worse It will 
be for you.” 


AGED MAN BUNCOED. 


Fleeced Out of Five Thousand Dollars 
by Two Strangers. 
Youngstown, O., Oct. 14.—William 
Wirt, aged eighty-two, of this city, was 
buncoed*'out of $5,OOO by two unknown 
men, one 
representing himself as 
agent for a Columbus (O.) lottery and 
the other cashier of an Ashtabula (O.) 
bank. Wirt and the alleged banker 
each purchased lottery tickets and 
each won a $5,000 prize. They were 
required to deposit a similar amount 
as evidence of good faith. The money 
was placed In a tin box and given in- 
^to W irt’s keeping. When the strang­ 
ers failed to return Wirt opened the 
box and found worthless papers.
